There were indications that reb- 
el operations at Medan beginning 
Sunday had been diversionary in 
the hope of laying Pakanbaru, 300 
miles to the south, open to a 
counterattack by revolutionary 
forces. 

A broadcast by the rebel radio 
in Padang, Central Sumatra, said 
the rebel troops had attacked 
Pakanbaru and that the govern- 
ment troops either fled or, sur- 
rendered. Arms and ammunition 
were seized, it said. 

There was no confirmation from 
either Jakarta, the Indonesian 
capital, or rebel sources here of 
a counterattack on Pakanbaru, 
which fell to government airborne 
troops last Wednesday. The U.S.- 
owned Caltex Oil Co. has a 125- 
million-dollar operation there and 
about 600 Americans are concen- 
trated in the Central Sumatra oil 
area. 


GOVERNMENT CLAIM 


The government claimed Sun- 
day that its troops had secured 
the area, permitting resumption 
of Caltex operations which were 
suspended March 9.

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Charges at Baxley 
Are Serious Indeed 


Gov. Griffin said Monday that some 
“serious charges” had been made by The 
Atlanta Constitution about road work in 
Baxley. He referred, of course, to the 
series of stories by Jack Nelson concern- 
ing alleged irregularities in city contracts 
which were sublet to Mayor J. M. Dunn. 

Again the governor is trying to con- 
fuse the issue in order to divert attention 
from an almost incredible situation which 
has been revealed. 

The Constitution did not bring any 
charges about road work in Baxley. Buta 
man who has seen it all and documented 
a great deal of information did. And they 
are serious indeed. 

Baxley Police Chief William H. Branch 
made the charges. Mr. Branch, who also 
holds the title of city streets superintend- 
ent, signed an affidavit to back them up. He 
acted with great courage. The Constitu- 
tion had a duty to print the news and to 
investigate the charges. This we did. 


We repeat that what has been revealed 
is incredibly shocking. 

The governor said the newspapers 
were attempting to discredit the highway 
department. Frankly, that job is being 
done rather well by members of the de- 
partment itself and the administration. 

The governor also said Monday that 
the only way the alleged irregularities 
could have occurred was for the “resident 
engineer to make a false certificate.” 

For the information of the governor 
and of the people of Georgia, two high- 
way department engineers. have charged 
in The Constitution they were transferred 
from Baxley recently because of their 
opposition to irregularities in handling 
highway contracts. They also said they 
had approved a number of such projects 
under orders of their superiors. If an at- 
tempt should now be made to make these 
men the goats of this situation, the public 
would surely gag on it. 

Atty. Gen. Cook yesterday indicated 
a commendable determination to conduct 
a thorough investigation of these charges. 
He will receive hearty support for a no- 
holds-barred probe. 

This Baxley business, involving $240,- 
000 of taxpayers funds, cannot be dis- 
missed with cursory investigations de- 
signed to exonerate those who have been 
accused. Mr. Branch’s charges address 
themselves to the Appling County Grand 
Jury, the Senate Committee on Govern- 
ment Operations, the Fulton County 
Grand Jury, as well as the state legal de- 
partment and all others concerned with 
decent government. 

A whitewash of this situation will not 
be acceptable to the people of Georgia. 
Let's get all the facts and act accordingly.

A Clinic for Alcoholics 
Could Save City Money 


Armed with facts and figures, Munic- 
ipal Judge James Webb has renewed 
his campaign for establishment of a clinic 
for alcoholics at the city prison farm. 

Atlanta has no skid row, he contends, 
because “we sweep drunks under the rug 
. + « get them out of sight at the prison 
farm.” It is a costly process, much of 
which could be averted through adoption 
of Judge Webb's proposal. 

A high percentage of alcoholics im- 
prisoned for 30-day periods at the tax- 
payers’ expense are repeaters. The fact 
that many of them could be rehabilitated 
was proved in experiments through a vol- 
unteer organization, of which Judge Webb 
is chairman. Known as Helping Hand, 
Inc., it already has saved the city some 
$60,000 by opening a new way of life to 
150 alcoholics who formerly spent most 
of the year at the prison farm. 

Judge Webb maintains it would cost 
less than that to establish the clinic. 

It makes far more sense to invest in a 
clinie to cure alcoholics, thus enabling 
them to become tax-paying members of 
society rather than tax-supported prison- 
ers, than it does to spend more and 
more money merely for custodial care.

An apple for the teacher? 

The phrase is well-worn. Besides, 
we've a lot more apples today than we 
have educators. 

We know this about teachers. We 
don’t have nearly enough of them. The 
demand grows with the population and 
the emphasis on adequate education in a 
satellite age. 

Teaching {is a profession. The public 
must realize that and take a new attitude 
toward teachers. We must encourage 
trained educators to stay in the profes- 
sion. We must economize on experience 
and skill. 

A new plan suggested to encourage 
tenure would put pay on a merit system, 
starting with an “amateur” rating for 
persons in the community qualified to 
help professional teachers a few hours 
a week and continuing by grade to “ca- 
reer teacher” for the person who breaks 
the ceiling set for certification and 
achievement. 

As our way of assuring GEA dele- 
gates they are welcome and appreciated, 
The Constitution would renew its pledge 
to support, not just teachers, but the ad- 
vancement of education.

‘When and If Tax Cut 


Means Deficit Financing 


Secretary of the Treasury Anderson 
has outlined the “alternative plans” which 
the administration has in mind for use in 
combatting the recession—when and if 
it is deemed necessary to put them in 
operation. 

Among them is a tax cut, including 
slicing the withholding tax in half, a re- 
duction of excise and business taxes. It 
well might be one of these or a com- 
bination. 

The Democrats meanwhile want a 
quickie—a $40 lump sum cut from with- 
holding taxes. This is a variation of Wal- 
ter Reuther’s plan for a moratorium on 
all withholding taxes for a period of three 
months. 

Back of all this is the hope that an- 
other month will see a leveling off, if 
not an upturn. Retail business is im- 
proving, as expected. The stimulus of 
Easter buying will provide an accelera- 
tion. 

But the big question is—how much of 
it will stick? 

That's what the President and his ad- 
visers would like to know. 

Common sense supports them in not 
acting hastily. And that same quality puts 
a tax cut ahead of public works as a 
major antirecession move. Public works 
are rarely located in centers of unem- 
ployment, nor do they take care of many 
of the skilled workers in fields other than 
construction. 

Time is running out. By mid-April, if 
not earlier, the “when and if” period will 
have been exhausted and it will be time

It is obvious that the Minimum 
Foundation formula for distrib- 
uting the educational dollar is 
outmoded and obsolete. 


The reason for this situation fs 
the very rapid movement of our 
school population to the congest- 
ed city areas. 


In the 32 years that I have 
been associated with the Decatur 
schools, this is the most critical 
period for both Atlanta and De- 
catur in the matter of financing 
their school program. 


Unfortunately, we do not fore- 
see a reasonable solution at the 
moment. Georgia politics being 
what they are we do not pre- 
sume to believe that there will 
be any change in the attitude of 
rural area representatives to 
give up a law that sends money 
to their rapidly diminishing pop- 
ulation. 

Unless we get some financial 
relief in Decatur, we will be 
forced to do as Atlanta is doing, 
increase the pupil-teacher ratio 
in order to bring. our expendi- 
tures within the bounds of in- 
come. Educationally, this is not 
sound but appears to be our only 
solution at the moment.

King James Verzion 


Called Inaccurate 


Thomaston—In a recent column, 
Billy Graham quoted part of 
Psalms 7:11 from the King James 
version of the Bible, as follows: 

“God is angry with the wicked 
every day.” 

If Billy had known that “with 
the wicked” was added by the 
translators who produced the King 
James version, as clearly indi- 
cated by Italics in virtually all 
RSV Bibles, he wouldn't have had 
to go to such great lengths in 
trying to explain that God wasn't 
really angry with the wicked, but 
the wickedness. 

Here are a few other renditions 
of the clause from versions of 
the Bible as indicated: “God... 
has indignation every day.” 
(American Standard version and 
also Revised Standard version.) 
“God . .. is angry daily.” (An 
American Translation.) “Is He 
(God) angry every day?” (Douay 
version—the Catholic Bible.) 

Incidentally, the King James 
version of the Bible, which is 
used exclusively by most Protes-

If you've been sitting up nights worrying that your manners 
were something less than impeccable when you're driving a car, 
cheer up. Emily Post says it’s all right to be rude... for 
safety's sake. 

Personally, this Isn’t a great load off my mind. I always 
figured when people stepped into automobiles they doffed their 
regular everyday personalities and became Mr. Hydes, (That's 
everybody but truck drivers.) 


Truck drivers, at least MOST truck drivers, manage to retain 
some vestige of human kindness and courtesy in spite of having 
that steering wheel in front of them and all that roaring power 
at their command. Who pauses to let you go first when you're 
slowly turning gray waiting for an opening In a solid line of 
traffic? Truck drivers. 


But except for truck drivers I didn’t know anybody ever gave 
manners a second thought after they got back of the wheel. Mrs. 
Post evidently has heard to the contrary. 

In a recent piece for a highway magazine published by one 
of the insurance companies, Mrs. Post enumerates the courtesies 
that you can drop when faced with exigencies of driving in traffic. 
One of these is handing the lady into the car first and then 
dashing around to the driver's side—a danger to the cavalier 
himself and to passing cars that swerve to avoid hitting him, 


She says ft isn’t necessary for a gentleman te step out inte 
a busy street to let a lady in the car but “for safety, he must 
limit his assistance to opening his companion’s door from inside 
the car.” She says be doesn’t have to light your cigarettes or 
jotn In the social chit-chat of his passengers. In fact, Mrs. Post 
practically recommends that he put the damper on the chatter 
by saying, “Please, I can’t talk now.” (That's ever so much 
nicer than hollering: “Shut UP! You're driving me crazy!” I've 
heard of families where that was part of the motoring dialogue.) 


You can even Interrupt a speaker with questions about traffic 
or street conditions which have “immediate priority’ conversa- 
tionally, she says. She excuses gentlemen from paying ladies 
compliments or allowing guests to play the car radio if it dis- 
tracts the driver. 

But the thing that really tickles me about Mrs. Post's mora- 
torlum on motoring manners is the way she would have you 
pussyfoot around that little monster, the neighbor's child who puts 
his feet in your stomach, his melting ice cream cone on the wind- 


shield, swings from the rear-view mirror and rends the air with 
his screaming. 


‘Never reprove a small child in front of its parents—let them 
do it if the deen it necessary,” says Mrs. Post. “This. is a 
good enough axiom of etiquette. Yet, when your friends permit 
their children to stand up in the car or do other things that are 
taboo In your safe-riding rules, what should you do? . . . Tell the 
parents and the children how you expect your passengers to

Henry Brock has had a steady job for 49 years, but he’s going 
to have to start a new one. 


A new bridge is putting his ferry out of business. The ferry, 
known as Brock’s ferry, has been crossing the Chattahoochee be- 
tween Fulton and Douglas counties on State Route 92 for much 
more than 100 years, but must bow out some time this year when 
the bridge gets finished. 

“I guess Santa Claus will be the first one over the bridge, 
though,” Henry Brock said. ‘‘They’ve been slowed up by a lack of 
steel and it looks like to me it’ll be the rest of the year before it’s 
finished.” 


No Cars Crossing Now 


Brock was taking no cars across when I visited the ferry, but 
he gave me a ride to show how it operated. 
‘‘We make ol’ Chattahoochee do the work,” he said. “See that

We sailed, faster than you would think, right across the river, 
using the same principal a sailboat uses when sailing crosswind. 

“My daddy, Joe Brock, moved us here in 1906 or 7,”" Brock said. 
“He ran the ferry, with me helping until he died in 1930. I’ve been 
running it or helping run it for 49 years. The ferry’s been here a 
long time. It used to be known as Rice’s Ferry, but folks call it 
Brock’s now. 

“I don’t know when a ferry first started here, but we had to get 
the charter renewed in 1930, and that charter was for 99 years. 
There might have been one here before there was any chartering, 
though.” 


State Owns Ferry Now 


The state highway department owns the ferry now, and pays 
Brock a salary for running it. It used to be a toll ferry when 
Brock’s father ran it. The present flat will hold only one car and 
has a steel hull with a wooden floor. 

“I used to carry as many as 40 cars a day across. One Sunday 
I carried 107. Right now, you couldn’t even drive a car down to it 
through all this mud, but I guess if it dries, I'll carry a few more 
across before the bridge opens,” Brock said. 

The road to the ferry has a big sign on & where it crosses 
Georgia 154—“‘Road Closed, Bridge Out.” There never has been 
any bridge there.
